al houſhold ſtaffe, that perhaps the third part is not a ſuffictit 
pawns. 
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pawns foz ſo much money, as this new ſuite or his totes will 
Qand him in Bat on the other fide he waighes berdiſcentent 
the repozt of netghbeors ſp&ches, and laſtly, how goda wife 
be hath of her! how tbaſt, how loning,how celigions, whergof 
the kind Alle hath lach an opinion, that he thankes God with 
all his heart, foz bleſſing dim with ſach a Jewell: Ja this 
fheught be reloldes that all other things ſet allde, de muſt and 
wil content her. And here with all he ſets his bzaines afreſh on

ore is another humoz incident to a woman, when bf 
buſband les her beltpte grow big(though peraduenture 
by the helps of ſome other friend)yet he perſtpaves him 
Feife, it is a wazke of his owne framing : and this bz&des him 
new cares and troubles, fozthen muſt he trot bp and downe 
day and night, farre and neare, toget with great coſt that 
bis wife longs fag: if che let fall but a pin, he is viligent to 
take it vp, leaſt che by Conping Could burt her ſeife.

Tuch, bold 
your peace Goflip(ſaith the other) it is commonly ſene, = 
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Till ſowe eates bp all the dzaffe, he carries a ſmoth countes 
nance, but a cozrupt conſcience! That J know F. well e. 
nongh, 3 will not ſap he lones mifirefſe G goe to Goſſfip 3 
dzinke ts pov, Pea and ſaith another,there goes fonle lies if G. 
himſelfe loues not his miade N J con fell you their meuthes 
Will not be fopt with a buſheil of wheat that ſpeake if. Then 
the third fetching a great figh , ſaying , by mp truth ſuch an 8. 
tber bold Bettrelle haue I at home: foz neuer giue me credit 
Goſſip, if Jroke her not the other day in cloſes conference 
with her maſter, but I thinke J beſwaddeld my maide in 
ſuch ſozt, that che will haue (mall lit to doe ſo againe. Nay 
Goſſip (ſaith ansther) had it bens to me, that Meuld not baue 
ſerued her turne, but J would haue turned the queane out 
of does topicke a Þallet : foz wot yo what Goſſip ? it is ill 
ſetting fire and flare together: but 3 pzay pou fell we one

Thus is the paze Pan handled behind his backe, whiles 
they make no ſpare to helpeawap with bis god A ine and Bu- 
gar, (which he hath pzepared,) whom they foz his kmoneſſe 
thus ingratefullp regnite : Pea and now and then haning their 
bzaines well heated, they will not Ricke to taunt him to his

Now it doth many times ſo chaunce, that he hauing beene 
fo;th to pzonide ſuch meates as ſhe would haue, be commeth

He next humoz belong ing to a Woman is, when the Puſ..

J dente not, that when a Woman is with 
Ch{iid Ge bides many times great paines, and is often berie 
lil af eeſe and at ibe ſime of her deliuetance, ſhe is foz the moſt 
part, not opeiy in creeeding paine, but alſo in ns leſſe daunger 
oi desth: Wut Bit this is nothing ta the Puſbands troubles, 
vn whole Lan%s atone teſtes the whols charge, land waight of 

F 2 main- 
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maintaining the youſe, and diſpatching all matters, which is 
oftentimes intangled ſe with controneriies, and ſo thwarted 
with crofle foztune, that the Poze man is tozmented with all 
beration ef minde. 

Being thas wearſed , e as it were wen: awap with cont. 
nuall griefe, tronbloas cagitations, tople and tranell haue no 
minde on any other pieaſure ; whereas (hs on the other ſide is 
as luſtie as euer ſhe was: meane while his ſtocke decapes,and 
bis Rate growes wozſe and wozſe and as that diminiſheth, ſs 
maſt he perforce, ſhozten her alowance, maintenance, which 
ts almoſt as great a Cozoſfine to her,as the fozmer. You may bg 
well aſored,that this change in him, makes her alſo change her 
tountenante from Pirth and cheerefulnes, tolowzing Pelan- 
cholie, ſeeking occaſions of diſagreements,and dle them in ſuch 
ſozt, that their fozmer loue and kindnes was not (8 great, as are 
now theic bzawles,tarces,and diſco30s; It doth alſs oftftimes 
happen, that the Zaman by this meanes waſtes and conſumes 
all, gining leaudip away her Puſbands gods, which hee with 
great paines and caies hath gotten. The God man, he goes 
enery wap as neare as he can, and warily containgg bimſelfs 
within bis bounds, calling vp what dis pearelp R es are, 
83 what his gaine is by dis pzofefſion,bee it March andize 03 8 
ther, and then what his cxpences be; which he finding greater 
then his commings in, beg ins ta bite the lip, and becomes very 
penſtue: his Wife and he being afterwards pzinate together in 
their chamber, he ſpeakes thercof bnto her in this manner. In 
faith Wife, { much maroel how it comes te paſſe that eur gods 
goe away thus, 3 know nothoi?

By this god day (ſaith another) y 
bane knowne her euer ſince che was alittle one, bath maidg 
and wife,and J nener ſaw but well by the woman: Aud in gov 
ſoth it graues me to the bery heart, that her name would nen 
coms in gueſtion without cauſe: Befoze Sod, you haue dong 
the poze woman that diſgrace, and ſo Cained ber god name, 
that you will neuer be able fo make her amends. Then ſteppes 
in the chamber-maid with her ue egges. In god faith/ſaith 
ce) I know not what my matter hath ſ&ne, 93 whereon he 
doth ground his ſaſpitien, bat I take God fo my witnes, that 
Inener ſaw any ſuch matter by my miſtreſſe, and pet A am 
fare that if there were any ſach thing, 3 ſhould ſe it alone 
8 au other.

Ah carſed Caitiife,woe wozth the hoare that tuer mpOangh 
ter matcht with ther, to be thas ſhamed and landered, and hang 
her name (potted whithout cauſe. Gut the is well envogh ler. 
ned, that would take ſuch a baſe Chutle, when ſhe might haus 
had ſandzygod Gentlemen . Ah god Gollip(ſaith another) be 
not ont of pattence. 

Ab GeTip(ſaith ſhe)it mp Daughter were in fault, by sur 
49 L926 I would kill her my ſelfs. But thinke y J baut no 
cauſe to be moned, when I ſee my childe, being guiltles thus bs 
ſed? With that che fliugs out of des ina rage, and all the 
Goſſips come vpon him ihicke and thzækolde, wis is (s full of 
ſuno2zte thoughts,and {3 gt icued and troublid, that he knowes 
not whereon to rcſolae,no; what to ſap, 

In the end they growing lonewhat calmer, pꝛomiſe, it —

They accozdinglyperſozme it, ſo that all con trouerſies 
ended, all firife ceaſed,che matter huYtd dy and his Wiſe ta- 
ken home againe, who taking greater courags by the ſaccelle 
hereaf,and being now cleane paſt ſhame, will grow fatre bol. 
der in her billainy then befoze. And hee poze Peacocke, on 
the other fide, hauing dis courage thes quailed, will neuer al- 
ferwards fall at ovdes with her,foz feart of the like ame, but 
Will ſuffer her ta haus her ane ſaying in all things, and be in
